Keinforcements were 
ordered forward, and Gen. Gilbert has men 
enough to repulse any assault that may be 
made on the Green Hiver Itridge. All other 
reports which have been Hying about the city 
concerning this affair are bogus. The extent 
of the rebel detachment has not been definite- 
ly ascertained.

Bljjyiiir Benjamin Collins Brodie, the emi- 
nent surgeon, is dead. The Cincinnati Qaietta 
says lie was born at Winterslow, Wiltshire, in 
1783, and received his surgical education at 
St. George's Hospital, London, under that 
eminent practitioner,Sir Kverard Home, whose 
6«cces8or he became in 1808) first as assistant 
"ilrgeon, and afterwards as surgeon. In 1811 
fc« received the Copley Medal of the Royal 
Society, the highest prise in its gift, for his 
physiological papers in the "Philosophical 
Transactions." His career from that time was 
one series of professional triumphs. From 
1819 to 1823 he wa<> professor of anatomy at 
the Royal College of Surgeons; and on the 
death of Sir Astley Cooper, he became first 
surgeon to the Queen. In 1834 he was created 
a baronet. He was the suggestor of important 
improvements in many kinds of surgical in- 
etnimvu:-. and, in numerous cases, substituted 
less painful and more simple methods of sur- 
gical operation. His published works, most 
of w hich arc as familiar to physicians in this 
country as in England, nre: "Lectures on Dis- 
eases of the Urinary Organs; " "Observation, 
Pathological, and Surgical, on Diseases of the 
Joints;" "Physiological Researches Collected 
and Republished from the Philosophical Tran- 
sactions," and "Physolog'u al Inquiries.'' 

Gen. Washington's Po.vkhs as Dictatoh. 
A correspondent of the Bo>ton Transcript 
makes reference to the dictatorial powers con- 
ferred upon Gen. Washington during the war 
of the Revolution. They are contained and 
enumerated in a resolve of Congress, dated 
the 27th of December, 177G, (to be found in 
Sjiarks's edition of the Writings of Washing- 
ton, Vol. IV., page Sfi>\ and were limited to 
the term of six months. With a single excep- 
tion they relate exclusively to the organiza- 
tion and control and support of the army, and 
confer no civil authority. The exception al- 
luded to is of a character to deserve atten- 
tion at thft moment. It is the last enu- 
merated power, and reads thus: "To arrest 
and confine (arsons who refuse to take the 
Continental currency, oi are otherwise disaf- 
fected to the American cause, and return to the 
States of which they are citizens their names 
and the nature of their offences, together with 
the witnesses to prove them." 

Three Generations at the Polus.— The 
Boston Transcript savs that on Tuesday morn- 
ing Josiah Quincy, his son and namesake, and 
his grandson, Major Samuel M. Quincy, went 
together to the jiolls in ward four, and depos- 
ited their Republican ballots. The senior Mr. 
Quincy, who was a candidate for Congress 
ixty-two years ago, and tho Major, were on 
c rutches. The former, at the age of ninety- 
one, bas recovered in a measure from an ac- 
cident by which his leg was broken; the lat- 
ter, a fellow-cripple for a short time of his 
venerable relative, was wounded bravely 
fighting for tho cause equally dear to lajth. 
All parties united in giving e ich of these en- 
ergetic voters, thus determined to discharge 
their duty as citizens, hearty cheers. 



Tkocbles of Fikteen-Incii Gi in. — The new 
Monitor Passaic has made another trial of her 
tifteen-inch gun, of which the Cincinnati Ga- 
zette says: A ikilfnl gunner might throw a 
i shell into a porthole large enough for these 
gnns; therefore the porthole was fitted for 
tiring through without protruding the gun, 
tieing little larger than the ball. The first fire 
was as much as the crew cared to risk in that 
experiment. The smoke and Maine filled the 
turret. Then a tlange was fitted to the muzzle 
of the gun and the curve of the turret to in- 
close the BJ ace. The Inst trial was of this 
contrivance. Thirty-five pounds of powder 
and a hollow shot were used. The concussii n 
lifted the perforated shield plate3 on top of the 
turret, one of which fell on ('apt. Worden's 
foot. The volume of ll.ime from the muzzle 
set the tackle for hoisting the shot on fire, 
burned the eyebrows and hair of one of the 
gun crew, and the force of the gas tore off the 
flange. It was found also that although the 
extra flange might fit the inside curve of the 
turret, the gun must recoil before the charge 
left it. It was rather queer that ordnance offi- 
cers should have lo experiment to find that 
out. The result proved that the porthole must 
be enlarged so as to let the muzzle of the gun 
protrude, or some sliding arrangement like 
tho joints of a telescope must be contrived to 
keep up the connection w ith the porthole while 
the gun recoils. 

Indiana Auain Oitragkh. — In addition to 
the iuformatiou given by our correspondent 
"Traveller" in reference to the guerilla attack 
upon West Franklin, Intl., the F.vansville 
Journal says the party numbered about twenty, 
who crossed the Ohio in two large skiffs nnd 
first approached the house of a Mr. Adams. 
He, supposing there were only two or three in 
the party, seized his shot gun nnd dis- 
charged its contents into the body of one of 
the marauders. Mr. Adams is of opinion 
he made an end of the fellow. Discovering 
the numl>er of the thieves, Adams then darted 
out of the house nnd took to I he woods, the 
guerillas firing at him as he ran, bat without 
injury. The thieves then visited the house of 
Dr. Ham. whom they arrested and now- 
bold as a hostage for some rel>el doctor 
held as a prisoner by Col. Foster. They 
then laid violent hands upon four good 
horses, and seizing a wood boat, transported 
them safely across the river. Adding insult 
to injur)', they administered an oath to all 
the men in the town not to take Up 
arms against the Southern Confederacy. 
Mr. Adams recognised one of the Wretches 
who fired at him, nnd gives his name as Tom 
Hart. Several of the guerrillas are said to livus 
just opposite West Franklin. 



The French complications in regard to 
General Butler's conduct at New Orleans are 
said, by the New York Herald's Washington 
correspondent, to relate probably to the case 
of Mr. Heidseick, of champaigne celebrity, 
who was sent to Fort Jnckson by Gen. Butler, 
three months ago, and is still kept in confine- 
ment there, notwithstanding the order Of re- 
lease signed by Mr. Seward, and sent to the 
Governor of New Orleans. It appears that 
Mr. Heidseick, who is related to some of the 
first families of France, has written to his 
parents and friends the particulars of his ar- 
rest — particulars which were immediately for- 
warded to the French Minister. After a care- 
ful examination of the case, Mr. Thouvenel, 
being satisfied that the detention of Mr. Heid- 
seick was in no way justified, has written an 
energetic remonstrance to our Government, 
demanding not only the immediate delivery 
of this gentleman, but an indemnity adequate 
to the damages caused by his long Imprison- 
ment, nnd the wrongs he has sustained. 

An Old Soldier. — Thomas Stewart, aged 
ninety-two years, of East Newton, Ohio, was 
a private in the 101st Ohio regiment, nnd took 
part in the buttle of Perry ville, where he was 
complimented for his bravery and soldierly 
bearing. He has four sons, two grandsons, 
and three sons-in-law at present in the army. 
He was born in 1770, at Litchfield, Conn., 
where bis father now resides, aged one hun- 
dred nnd twenty-two years. 

B&3" We learn from the Frankfort Common- 
wealth that a letter h:\3 been received in that 
city, announcing the death of Cupt. Ben. J. 
Monroe, a son of Judge I. B. Monroe, former- 
ly of Frankfort, in the rebel army. This is 
the second son the rebellion has cost this af- 
flicted family, the first, Thomas It., ex-Secre- 
tary of State, having been killed at Shiloh. 



— The Cleveland 
Herald says: "The course ol trade sometimes 
is very singular. Cincinnati is always sup- 
posed to be the vineyard of Ohio, from which 
large shipments are annually made to the 
northern part of that State. Just now cor- 
sidemb'e quantities of Catawba grapes are 
shipped to Cincinnati from this city. 

A Rich Mail Carrier. — Ellas Howe, Jr., 
whose income isa quarter of a million a year, 
carries the mail daily from Washington, seven 
miles, to the camp of Iho 17th Connecticut 
regiment, in which he is a private. 



Hon. Thomas Cokwin. — A statement in a 
letter to an Eastern pup«r, from Mexico, to the 
effect that Hon. Tbos. Corwiii, United States 
Minister, was dangerously ill, having been 
sent ovjr the country by telegraph, the Cin- 
cinnati papers nave been informed by a mem- 
ber of Mr. Corwin's family that letters receiv- 
ed from himself and son by the last mails 
make no mention of any serious illness. A 
letter from the Governor to his family was 
written in a steady hand. His son stated the 
Governor had been slightly indisposed for a 
few days, but he did not intimate that he had 
been seriously unwell.

Irox Plates and New PnuKcrins .— The 
British Government is in astate of uncertainty 
and confusion. It cannot make up its mind 
whether the Warrior and her iion-cased con- 
sorts aro equal to a firm resistance against 
heavy projectiles, or whether Mr. Whitworth 
and Sir William Armstrong are able lo batter 
in the sides of any Warrior or other new- 
fashioned vessel which mechanical ingenuity 
can invent. Two remarkable series of exper 
iments at Shoeburyness have just lieen added 
to the history of this investigation. The last 
of these took place on the 23th of September, 
and the result, as reported in the London 
journals received by the Persia, shows that 
the question is more hopelessly !>efogged than 
ever. "The subject, ' says the Times, "is be- 
set with difficulties. The iron men believe 
that they can so coat a ship as to practically 
render her invulnerable to any shot; while, on 
the other hand, artillerists are as firmly of 
opinion that they ran make guns w hich shall 
also be practically equal to crippling any iron 
trigatc that ever floated." 

The fact seems lo be that the Whitworth 
flat-headed shell was driven through a built- 
up section of the Warrior's side, piercing the 
iron, shattering the inner lining of the teak, 
ami making a ragged opening which- would 
have produced an irreparable leak in any ves- 
sel at sea; nnd that the solid shot of the great 
Armstrong gun smashes in all the Warrior tar- 
gets that are made. Tho destructive effect of 
the Whitworth projectile is greater than that 
of Armstrong's at a distance of six hundred 
yards, with small charges of powder; so that, 
according to the last accounts, Whitworth is 
ahead, nnd the iron-plated frigates are as yet 
incapable of resisting the fearful power of his 
new projectiles. The detailed account of the 
effect of the tire upon the Warrior target is in- 
teresting: 

The first experimental shot was tired with a 
tharge of twenty-three pounds of powder and 
a solid hexagonal shot weighing one hundred 
and twenty-nine pounds, the piece being laid 
at half a degree of elevation. It struck the 
left centre of the target within nn inch almost 
of the white spot nt which it was aimed, nnd 
at the instant ot the tremendous concussion of 
the metals a bright sheetof flame was emitted, 
almost ns i l a gun had been fired from the target 
in reply. This shotiiassedcompletely through 
the armor plate I four-and-a-nalf-inch iron) 
shattering the teak beyond (eighteen inches) 
into minute splinters, and fell full upon one of 
the massive verticnl angle lines, w hich 
it tore in half ns if it bad been 
paper, sending its screw txdts and rivets in all 
directions. The shot, however, did not pass 
through the tnrget, but remained buried in the 
teak with its Hat head resting against the 
broken angle iron. But the fracture it made 
was much Worse than a mere penetration. It 
was a smash, not a hole, and the inner skin of 
the ship was bulged and torn wide in many 
places, so that in the case of nn actual vessel 
such a shot striking on the water line would 
have made aleak which nothing could have 
slopped. As regarded the effect of these flat- 
fronted shot on iron ships, the experiment was 
conclusive. Such a missile against a wooden 
ship would have gone through both sides, 
making a clean hole and doing little damnge, 
but the irdn, without protecting, offered only 
sufficient resistance to make the fracture, if 
below the water line, an irremediable mischief. 

The next experiment was with a live, shell 
loaded with three pounds and eight ounces of 
powder. The total weight of this projectile 
was one hundred and thirty-one pounds, and 
it was fired at the same range and elevation 
with a twenty-live pound charge of powder. 
The effect of this shot astounded every one. 
The previous solid shot, at six hundred yards, 
was for Whitworth nothing very extraordina- 
ry, but to get a shell through a target at the 
6ame range was regarded as almost nn impos- 
sibility. Vet the shell went completely 
through everything, bursting apparently when 
it encountered the the last resistance of the 
inner skin, which the explosion blew com- 
pletely away, lighting for*h moment the tim- 
bers nt the back w hich supported the target, 
and sending the bits of shell onward and over 
what, had it been the Warrior, would have 
been her maindeck, and therefore right in the 
midst of her crew. 

The Bloom oe Ai ti mn. — A correspondent 
writing us not mnnv days since, dated the let- 
ter in the "City of Peace" on the "0th of the 
Golden Month." We were highly delighted 
with these metonymicnl figures of rhetoric, 
and forcibly impressed with the peculiar fitness 
of the latter in our late visit to Amherst. As 
we looked out from the tower of the Chapel of 
Amherst College with our friend, L. H.Tuck- 
er, of Albany, upon that beautiful landscape 
of hill and dale, mountain and plain, lake and 
river, it seemed, as it were, as if a splendid 
sunset had fallen in fragments on the isle, that 
is called Beautiful, and set it all a-blaze, as it. 
were! Like the bush in Horeb, the woods 
seemed to be on fire, but were not consumed: 
such beauty subdues while it charms and de- 
lights the soul; and there, ns in a many-tented 
taocrnacle, color seemed to have pitched his 
royal residence to reign in a glory beyond 
that of an oriental king. 

In view of such scenes, what are all the 
canopies and balconies and galleries of human 
skill or device, hung with the richest drapery 
and adornings that ever the skill of art, that 
wizard, drew forth in gorgeous folds from his 
enchanted loom, if ideally susg>ended in tbe 
air alongside tbe sun and storm-stained garni- 
ture of luc palaces of Autumn, framed by tbe 
spirit of the Season, df her own living um- 
brage, for her own last delight, ere removing 
in annual migration with her court to some 
foreign clime l>eyong the seas!

Thouvenel acted upon his instructions by giv- 
ing official assurance of that purpose. Court 
intrigues, Ihe power of the priests, and Na- 
poleon's change of vievrs, causing a sudden re- 
traction lo this resolution, M. Thouvenel was 
deposed, and was succeeded by M. Drouyn de 
Lbnvs, a more pliant servant. The question 
of Home, presented in tangible form, was thus 
quietly divested of all mystery,

virtually a declaration lo Italy thai, as yet, 
there is no hope of her making the Vatican 
the capital of a united nation. Meanwhile, 
the Mexican trouble remains unsettled, and 
the Emperor nnxiouslv debates with himself 
the question of gratifying his personal incli- 
nation to recognize the rebels of the Southern 
States. 

ENULAND H PKHPLKXITIKS. 

In England there is the old cry of distress 
from the manufacturing districts coupled with 
an angry discussion of the speeches of (Jiad- 
stone, Palmerston, and Lewis. Did Mr. Glad- 
stone express only his individual opinion, or 
was he the spokesman of the llrilish govern- 
ment?— is the question which agitates the 
Rritish mind. If he spoke onlyhisown senti- 
ments, his speech goes lor nothing; but if he 
was the agent selected by the government to 
feel tbe popultt pulse, then his speech was in- 
deed significant. The moderate paper3 gene- 
rally take Ihe view that Mr. Gladstone spoke 
merely as Mr. Gladstone, not as the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, and correspondents of 
the newspapers cleverly argue that, inasmuch 
as the shrewdest ef brts have filled to entrap 
the Premier into a formal approval of his ut- 
terances, it is to be taken for granted 
that those utterances were personal and 
private, not official or important. This is 
piite likely to be the ti ne solution of the ques- 
tion nt issue, for ministerial "starring'' in tbe 
provinces is not the way in which a British 
Cabinet goes at its work when it has any se- 
rious mattt r in hand. Mr. Gladstone, having 
comfortablv collected his income tax, receiv- 
therefbr the pointed comments of the 
journals upon his wonderful dexterity in till- 
ing tbe exchequer, probably took a run into 
the country to enjoy the crisp autumn air, 
nnd yielded to the temptation of speaking bis 
own thoughts to select companies of his 
friends and admirers. It is not necessary to 
attach much importance to his sneers against 
us, nor to find in his personal threats any cause 
for national alarm. 

The sudden influx of Indian cotton into 
England may serve a good purpose in keeping 
that belligerentrountry in better humorduring 
the winter. Already we hear promising ac- 
counts of the good effect of the unexpected 
supply. Mill owners, feeling happier, grum- 
ble less. Grumbling less, they infect the Min- 
istry less, and impart a cheerier tone to the 
journals which hate America the most bitterly. 
Should this happier frame of mind continue, 
we shall hear but little more of tho threats of 
intervention, and Lord l.vons's rumorrd "ulti- 
matum'' may never sec the light. 
England, however, is far from being a htp- 
• country. She is perpetjally tormented 
w ith doubts and fears. Unc cause of trouble 
failing her, she Hies straightway to another, 
nnd is like the traditional personage who "was 
never happy unless he was miserable." If her 
operatives are likely to avoid starvation, in 
consequence of the sudden arrivals of bales oT 
East India fibres, she discovers that her neigh- 
bor over the Channel is doing great things 
with his iron licet, and that her own mailed 
ships are summarily battered to pieces by her 
own great guns — so that there is no pence for 
her, but, on the contrary, continual worry and 
vexation. England will still be unhappy, and 
if the United Slates do nothing to injure her, 
Borne body else will. Nevertheless, she "inter- 
feres" only in circumstances where she knows 
it is perfectly sufe to venture. 

THE BREACH IN I'ltl'SSIA. 

The latest nnd most curious development of 
European complications is the breach in Prus- 
sia, between the King and his legislature. 
William, desiring to put the Prussian army 
upon n footing which should justify him in 
dictating terms to nil Germany, and finding 
himself unexpectedly thwarted by the consti- 
tutional scruples of the Chambers, inconti- 
nently dissolved the session nnd sent themcin- 
bers scattering towards their homes. Under 
the -{institution — an instrument which the 
Prussians worship — the King had no right 
whatever lo exercise this prerogative of abso- 
lute despotism. He should have yielded to tbe 
lamors of the people and compromised with 
their representatives. Hut he is a monarch ot 
strong will and great tenacity of purpose, and 
as imperative in his small way as the Great 
Frederick was ia his greater one; bence, trou- 
ble, disorder, utter confusion, in fact, in Pros- 
It is an intestine quarrel, of small in- 
terest beyond her own borders. 

EMPEROR A LEX AN HER ASO HIS WORK. 

In Russia there is a sadder and more touch- 
ing spectacle. A ruler who is conscientiously 
endeavoring to work out a great problem for 
securing the happiness of his people and 
strengthening the foundations of bis empire, 
is gompelled to encounter Ihe united opposi- 
tion ot a class who arc ns grasping and selfish 
and overhenring as the rebels who array them- 
selves inarms against the government of this 
country. The Emperor's Proclamation of 
Emancipation, antedating that of President 
Lincoln, plants full in his path the solid pha- 
lanx of an "aristocracy'' which is "boin to 
command." Me has environed his throne, not 
with earnest helpers and valiant fighters, but 
with a horde of half-civilized and des|»er- 
ate taskmasters. Obstacles are put in the way 
of bis lieneficent plan of freedom for the 
outcast serfs of the empire, just as impedi- 
ments are placed between Mr. Lincoln and the 
promised freedom to the slaves of the South. 
Both the Autocrat and the President encoun- 
ter bitter, malignant, and persistent hostility 
from a small but hitherto privileged class, who 
willingly sacrifice honor, virtue, and patriot- 
ism to the idol of self-aggrandizement. There 
is a curious likeness between the Russian 
boyar and the Southern slaveholder. The one 
decries liberty ns a sin; the other fights 
against it as a crime, lioth are wedded to a 
svstem of slavery, and it matters nothing to 
them whether the race held in bondage is 
white or blin k, or held under an autocratic or 
a democratic form of government. Both 
are reckless nnd determined enemies of the 
great law of Freedom. 

The latest intelligence received from Russia 
indicates that the work of emancipation makes 
progress, notwithstanding the difficulties 
which the Emperor has encountered. A let- 
ter from St. Petersburg, dated October 6tb, 
gives a gratifying account ol the results up lo 
that time: "The affairs connected with tbe 
emancipation of the serfs (says the writer) go 
on in Spite of the obstacles inevitable in such 
complicated questions. The number of re- 
glementary charters signed on either side up 
to September amounted to thirty-nine thou- 
sand three hundred and seventy-one, and the 
number is incrensiug every day. 

Out of ttn million 99T/i riHtmeipatrd thrre 
arc nrnrhj four million who have tfrmiitatt'il 
their arrangements with the proprietor*. The 
greater part have done so by private agree- 
ment. Out of five hundred and twenty-fit e 
thousand servants attached to the habitations 
of the noble more than fitly thousand have be- 
come farmers. The operation of redemption 
is carried on very actively. The bank which 
is charged with it has already delivered to the 
proprietors ten million silver rsubles (forty 
million francs), and hopes are entertained that 
in the autumn, after the close of the field la- 
bors, those who have hitherto delayed will 
take a decisive step. Things, therefore, do not 
go on very badly, an I certtinly much better 
than was at first expected. 

This exhibit shows, first, that emancipation 
is a foregone conclusion in Russia; and, sec- 
ondly, thnt the Emperor has skill and energy 
enough to enable him to work out his gigantic 
plan of reform. He has eff'ected in a few- 
months more than there was any rcasou to 
believe he would have been able to accomplish 
in five years, and the violent opposition which 
he has been compelled to encounter seems 
only to have rooted his determination more 
firmly than ever. The first Russian monarch 
who bas devised so bold a stroke of national 
policy, his enlightened zeal is applied with 
direct nnd irresistible force, and his success is 
one of the wonderful events of the age. The 
lesson is a good one for us; if an Au- 
ocrat thus triumphs over the opposi- 
tion of a titled aristocracy which has 
held the reins of power over debased 
serls for centuries, a President supported by so 
large a body of loyal citizens as that which 
stands by Mr. Lincoln can certainly subdue 
the clamors of aso-called "aristocracy," which 
is neither liorn to place nor honor, nor |>os- 
sesses the acknowledged privileges of a titled 
class, but is in all respects spurious, weak, and 
inconsequential. It should be rememl>cred, 
too, that the Emperor has occupied two years 
in setting his great work in proper trim, in a 
time of peace, and thai if the enforcement of 
Mr. Lincoln s proclamation requires an equal 



period of time, under circumstances of civil 
war and imminent peril, there will be no 
reason for discouragement or doubt. 

THE Al'KTRIAN COMPLICATION. 

Francis Joseph, beset on nil sides and droop- 
ing tiader the weighty burden of a depleted ex- 
chequer, is a mela'ncholv sovereign. His 
private character is not of "a kind to inspire 
love or respect, and his royal ways are c . en 
worse, for he is thoroughly batetl by his sub- 
lects, and the grinding de'spotism of his rule 
perverts bis government to tbe basest uses. 

There-are flying rumors — of how accurate a 
L-bamcter it is impossible to say— that it is the 
intention of Napoleon to propone the assem- 
blage of a general European Congress, in which 
France shall hold a controlling power, in or- 
der to carve out a new map of the nations after 
his own manner; and it is hinted that conces- 
sions are to be made to Austria in return for a 
relinquishment of her title and interest I she 
has no right) in the Venetian territory. These 
are probably nothi ng more than baseless reports. 
Austria isat present securelv placed in Venctia. 
She possesses great military strength in that 
part of Her terriiorri and will not willingly 
nsign the rich prize upon which rite has fixed 
a firm grasp. Her interests are too closely con- 
nected with the Italian question to permit her 
to yield the strong base of operations in the 
Quadrilateral for any prize which the othei 
lowers can at present guaranty to her; and, 
moreover, she run3 no immediate risk of a 
violent disruption of that part of her empire 
by any strong effort of Italy. Italy can do 
nothing now, if opposed by 'France, and she 
will not go to war with Austria lor the pos- 
session of Venctia, when she cannot w rest 
Rome from the Pope because Napoleon stop; 
tho way. 

Secure as Austria is, however, in her Ital- 
ian possessions, she is in distress in other di- 
rections. She is a bankrupt nation. Her re- 
sources arc exhausted, her credit impaired, 
tnd her enormous military expenditure is a 
cancer that eats into her life and prosperity. 
Kssefitiajly a military despotism, she is estab- 
lished in her authority by bayonets rather 
than by inherent strength orjsk'ilufl manage- 
ment. In all the attributes ol n prosperous 
nation she is deficient; her Hungarian depen- 
dencies are ready to revolt again, and nothing 
but her severe svstem of repression enables 
her to hold her place among the powers of the 
Continekt. Her day of renovation bas not yet 
come. 

ITALY AND OAR1BALOI. 

Garibaldi, after throwing all Europe into 
momentary coufusion, lies wounded upon his 
bed, and still troubles Italy and France. His 
war'cry of "Rome or Death! " has touched a 
chord in the Italian heart that vibrates mu- 
sically td t e^lightcst whisper. Though de- 
feateu, wounded, and broken, he speaks to the 
Italians in tones which they understand, nnd 
possesses his old power of magnetism, unim- 
paired by danger or disaster. The King dared 
do nothing else than extend nn amnesty to 
him, and, in return, Garibaldi announces 
the preparation of a historical document 
in which he proposes to establish certain facts 
by evidence. We may shrewdly guess what 
will be the purpjrl of "a part, at least, of this 
document, if it should fie permitted to come 
to the light; it will probably contain some 
curious developments of the results of French 
intrigue, and tho end aimed at by French 
policy in the affairs of Italy; and perhaps the 
exposure will again enrage Italy. The Pope, 
however, is sate in his seat until Napoleon 
chooses to displace him; and, if displaced, he 
may la* restored by the kind offices of the same 
potentate. Italy watches and waits. 

VC1ET KINGDOMS. 
The quiet States of Europe are the Scandi- 
navian kingdoms, those of the Peninsula, Tur- 
key, and Greece. None of these tarry great 
weight in the circle of European politics, al- 
though the Danish dream of a consolidated 
Scandinvian Empire might possibly change all 
that. However, that fact is not likely to be 
accomplished for some time to come, and there 
must first begreat discussion and a general 
consultation and putting together of kingly 
hcuds. 

THE PROSPECT. 

Napoleon is master of Fmrope. The other 
Powers wait upon his nod, and chiefly do as 
hj bids them. Italy stops .at his word, and 
Austria is contented with her first and only 
ttstc of his quality. England feara him, and 
cannot forget the notion that the grudge of 
Waterloo is yet to be avenged in some way or 
at some time, the method and place of which 
piece of revenge no one knows. With the 
Mexican perplexity on his bands, and with the 
tormenting doubt whether he can or cannot 
afford to recogn z ' the rebels of our Southern 
Slates — to say nothing of the considerable task 
of watching his immediate neighbors — Napo- 
leon has a busy time. I!- bis probnbly tin- 
greatest ib sire to intervene in the civil war in 
the L'nibd States, and he may threaten us 
with terrible calamities if our Government re- 
fuses to bow to his will, but it is not to be ap- 
prehended that he will proceed to extremi- 
ties without the active aid of England. Neither 
power will move without the other in an ef- 
fort to end this quarrel of ours, and neither 
can ali'ord to interfere. With France, ns with 
England, it is a question of pounds, shillings, 
and pence; and the game ol forcible interven- 
tion is too costly to play at.

A HAitusuip.-.Some months ago, many 
hundred balcj of colton, belonging to private 
individuals, were seized at Nashville in behalf 
of the Government and u?ed in the fortifica- 
tions for the defence of the city. The cotton 
was taken just as it was on the point of being 
shipped to Louisville. Of course the loss to 
theowners of it was very serious, for, if it had 
come through, it would have been worth to 
them thirty-five or forty cents per pound. 

The cotton, as we said, has been in the 
Nashville fortifications several months. With 
the greatest respect for those who have had 
mtrttri in charge in that city, we cannot but 
think than tbi.i is all wrong. It was very well 
and very proper to take the cotton for tem- 
porary defence if there was an exigency and 
no time to construct fortifications of the or- 
dinary kind, bnt certainly ea rth- works or 
other works ought, in our opinion, to have 
been thrown up long ere this, and the cotton- 
bales released. Just think of the thing. A 
good bale of cotton would now command in 
market, we suppose, two hundred and forty 
dollar?, while, in a fortification, it occupies a 
Bpaco which might be filled just as effectually 
wilh turf and dirt and rock at an expense of 
one or two dollars, or rather at no expense at 
all, forthc thousands of soldiers could do the 
work when they have nothing else to do. 
Horn is it not a great, a very great wrong that 
fortifications so immensely costly should be 
kept up month after month, when cheap ones 
or those co ting nothing could be so easily 
bubslituted ? 

Vor the cotton-bales seized at Nashville, 
Government receipts were given to tho own- 
ers. We have no idea however that half re- 
muneration or quarter remuneration will ever 
be made to the sufferers. And, even allowing 
that the Government will take the whole loss, 
whatever it may be, upon itself, surely that 
loss ought, for the Government's sake, to be 
made as little as possible by the restoration of 
the cotton to its owners at the earliest practi- 
cable day. The cotton, we learn by gentle- 
men from Nashville, is fast going (o destruc- 
tion. The soldiers spread it for their beds, 
make their fires with it, and use it profusely 
for all their necessities. We earnestly appeal 
to the authorities at Nashville to interfere in 
this matter without delay. We trust the ap- 
peal will not he in vain. 

Gr£f When the rebellion broke out, tho 
masses of the people of the loyal States, start- 
led at its atrocity and its audacity, forgot or 
disregarded all old political strifes and divis- 
ions. They gave up party organizations as 
unfit to be maintained in such a crisis. Merg- 
ing all partisan preferences and resentments in 
the great and absorbing feeling of patriotism, 
lift-long opponents struck hands with each 
other, and, without a moment's hesitation, de- 
voted themselves with equal zeal to the sol- 
emn and mighty work of defending the con- 
secrated I nion against the impious and traitor- 
ous host? that were daring to assail it. The 
love of country was then a holy flame in near- 
ly all hearts; and the whole people, in view of 
the awful issue before them, could not reflect 
without a fee ing akin to wonder upon the 
zeal, the fury, and the hate, with which they 
had struggled against each other upon issues 
that no luuger seemed worthy of a thought 
If at that time it had been suggested to them, 
that, before the crushing of the rebellion and 
t he restoration of the Union, they could be 
brought to renew their old partisau strifes, they 
would have regarded the suggestion with scorn 
and abhorrence. They would not have ad- 
mitted, even in their own secret thought, the 
possibility of so shocking a sin against their 
imperilled country. 

For a time tho harmony of action on the 
part of the entire people continued uubroken. 
The President of the United States endorsed 
and encouraged it by appointing to office his 
old friends aud his old opponents indiscrimin- 
ately, and the popular verdict was unanimous 
and cordial iu support of his course. Old Re- 
publicans and old Democrats expressly or 
tacitly agreed to forego all discussion as to 
slavery and its many issues, at least till after 
the Union should be re-established upon a 
sure foundation. The resolutions of Congress 
iu regard to the purposes of the war and the 
manner of prosecuting it were adopted with 
unanimity in that body and heartily endorsed 
with unanimity by the people. Thus matters 
went on prosperously for several months, but 
at length tho evil spirit, the foul devil of abo- 
lition, returned into the bosoms of his vota- 
ries, who, weary of playing the patriot, 
thought they discovered, in the excitement of 
the nation, their long-sougbt opportunity of 
mounting a whirlwind that should, even in 
the midst of war, rjweep slavery from the face 
of the earth. Soon the anti-slavery rage took 
possession of their souls, and only in the lurid 
aud baleful glare of that feeling did they look 
upon the war at all. In thousands of quarters 
they declared that they neither wanted tho 
Union, restored nor would consent to accept 
its restoration without the utter annihilation 
of slavery. 

Theso pestilent coworker? with the Southern 
rebels over-persuaded the President, partly by 
promises, partly by threats, to issue in an ill- 
starred hour his unfortunate proclamation. 
Lelievinp; that they could command a majority 
of the people, they organized for the late elec- 
tions, nominated their candidates upon a party 
platform, and denounced as en?mie3 of the 
Government and of the war those who refused 
to act with them. All conservatism they 
stamped as treason. They set all good coun- 
sel and all patriotic appeals at naught. They 
etruek for a revolution only less heinous than 
that contemplated by the great rebellion. The 
result is before the world. The architects of 
ruin arc vanquished. They are beaten back. 
They are overthrown. And now, deeply 
humbled and righteously rebuked, it is to be 
hoped that they will go back to the ground 
they occupied in common with their fellow- 
citizens duriug the fir-it months of the rebel- 
lion and in good faith unite with us in the 
energetic prosecution of the war with a sole 
view to the speediest possible restoration of 
the Union, "the Union a3 it was." 

President Lincoln can breathe free again. 
We tru3t he feels the lifting of a heavy weight 
from big bosom. The men who'b.ave insisted 
upon the right to prescribe his policy are made 
to realize their position. Those who hrvc as- 
sumed to dictate to him find themselves dic- 
tated to by a power tbev dare not resist. The 
would be rulers are ruled, tho insolent rc- 
bukers rebuked. Let the President do his 
whole duty to the Constitution and to the 
country, and he will be sustained, not perhaps 
by the fanatical, reckless, radical, impractica- 
ble spirits, that have hitherto attempted, not 
all unsuccessfully, to hold him in duress, but 
by the vast conservative strength of the na- 
tion. The great mass of the people stand 
ready to accord to him a most liberal support 
upon hroad and just principles, giving men 
and money for the quick suppression of the 
rebelhou as freely as a gushing fountain fives 
forth iu wuteri. 



fjQj-We suppose the extract from a letter of 
General Halleck s to Mr. Secretary Stanton 
published in our telegraphic columns yester- 
day discloses in part at least the ostensible 
ground of General McClellan's removal. 

General McClellan, according to this ex- 
tract, failed 'o advance upon the enemy, as or- 
dered by General Unlleck, when, in the opin- I 
ion of the latter, there was no such want of :

"It will lie remembered that n Colonel 
Guinness, of an Illinois regiment, was indicted 
nt the Inst criminal term of the Jefferson Cir- 
cuit Court on the charge of aiding in the es- 
cape of slaves from Kentucky. An army 
chaplain .ittarhed to one of the Illinois regi- 
ments, v> as also indicted in connection with 
Colonel Guinness, and Imth persons are now 
in jail in this city awaiting trial. Other 
charges " ill he brought against the parties nt 
the proper time, as it is said they have been 
guilty of crimes not named in the indictment 
now pending. It is alleged that they stole a 
large amount of valuable property from the 
residence of Wm. Preston Johnson, Baq,, 
near this city, upon the strength 
of which Officer Thomas Reatigh recently 
made a trip to the residence of Col. Guinnesr, 
at Danville, Illinois, and, sure enough, found 
a portion (if the stolen goods. In the lot was 
a quantity of china and glassware, marked 
with Miss Johnson's initials, some silver fruit 
and cake baskets, a basket of champagne, 
bearing a card which indicated that it had 
been presented to Col. I'reston at Madrid, and 
other valuables not remembered. The arti- 
cles were placed in the hands of an Illinois 
sheriff, and will lie forthcoming in due time. 
Officer Keaiigh returned to Louisville Inst 
evening. 

Mr. Aikin. — We yesterday saw the Rev. 
Moses Aikin, who has just been discharged 
from Camp Chase, where lie wus for some 
months in confinement. He was arrested on 
charge of having acted as a Chaplain in the 
rebel army, but he denies earnestly that he 
ever did so, and nothing hn3 been proved 
against him. We have reason to believe that 
certain public statements as to Mr. A., made 
after his arrest, were founded upon misinfor- 
mation. He seems to us to be a kind-hearted, 
frank man, and he avows his determination 
to devote the rest of his life, if permitted, to 
the quiet discharge of his duties as a citizen 
and a Christian. 

Mr. Aikin state3, that, at Camp Chase, he 
was treated with much kindness by the mili- 
tary officers and by the Governor. 

Inhumanity of the Rebkls. — We learn 
from the Nashville Union of Sunday last that 
a respectable widow left Huntsville, Ala., re- 
cently on a visit to a married daughter in 
Nashville. She arrived at the residence of | 
Captain B. D. Harris, a few miles from town, 
on the N'olensvillc turnpike, where she was 
stopped by Confederate guerillas and forbid- 
den to come any further. Sad and sorrowful 
6he started on her return to Alabama. This 
excellent lady has three sons in the Confeder- 
ate army — her last, having been torn from her 
by the conscript law, leaving her almost with- 
out the means of subsistence. Unfortunately 
her daughter is the wife of a I'nion man — for 
this the rebel guerillas punished her, even 
though their hellish cause had taken all her 
sons from her. When she started back home 
a couple of rebel women started from the same 
point for Nashville. The latter met with no 
obstacle. They arrived in Nashville safely 
and without question by either rebel or Fed- 
eral pickets. 



Thi Federal Advance Smith— A Battle Prob- 
ably in I'rogress—Tuo Boats Burned on the 
River — Grand Junction Probably-J-lestroyed 
— More Cotton Burning at Raleigh. 
The Memphis Bulletin of l'tiday last has a 
variety of reports and speculations from vari- 
ous sources which we subjoin for what they 
are worth: 

A gentleman, just returned from Bolivar 
via Writ Tennessee, reports that there was 
an advance of an immense Union army south- 
ward a few days since. The object and desti- 
nation of the force it is unnecessary to state. 
We also learn from a gentleman who lives 
within nine miles of Grand Junction that the 
Union army passed through Lagrange and 
Grand Junction on Tuesday, the 4th; and he 
is of opinion, from the huge mass of smoke 
which he saw ascending, as well as from all 
he could learn, that the latter place, before 
this, has been utterly destroyed. 

We may expect to hear, in a day or two, of 
the triumphant onward movement of the 
Union hosts into Mississippi, and, in due 
course of lime, uf the occupation of Grenada, 
Jackson, and Meridian. It is not improbable, 
too, that Vlcksburg may present herself as a 
candidate for Union occupation. 

About the town of Raleigh, we learn, there 
is a company of about sixty guerillas station- 
ed, whose special delight itilto burn the cotton 
of poor peojila trying to make their way with 
it to the Memphis market. On the 4th this 
party found a poor old woman with a bale and 
a half of cotton, en route for Memphis. She 
said she wanted to purchase a few necessary 
supplies, and had nothing else to exchange for 
them. But the guerillas had no hearts to be 
affected by her wants, and they burned her 
cotton before her face and turned her back. 
Our informant says that the people lake the 
burning of their cotton "like they take the 
slow fever!' 1 

We arc gratified to be assured that the great 
mass of the people of West Tennessee are fast j 
avowing their sentiments in favor of the Con- ' 
stitution and the Union, and we rejoice that 
the day is not far distant when the real Union 
voice will make itself felt at the polls. 

The Confederates are said to be hovering 
around Memphis, esjieriallv between there and 
Nonconnoh, and \\ bite's "station, their object 
being, as explained by those who profess to 
know, to prevent Federal excursions into their 
COnn try from Memphis. We learn that they 
have no present intention of attacking Mem- 
phis, unless Corinth and linlivar falls into their 
hands — which event they anticipate will be 
speedily derided They are however making 
some movement or disposition of their fbrcei 
between here and Holly Springs, which they 
are most anxious to prevent being known at 
Memphis. There is certainly less intercourse 
now than there was a week ago. 

A gentleman just returned from the vicinity 
of Bolivar states that it was understood there 
that the Federal array had made an advance, 
but whether it was lo occupy Grand Junction 
or attack Holly Springs, was not known. 
This statement receives a partial confirmation 
from the report brought by passengers on the 
I'latte Valley from Columbus, to the effect 
that information had been received of fight- 
ing in progress in the vicinity of Bolivar. 
This may or may not l>e true. We give it 
for what it is worth. But all the movemenU 
in that quarter are indicative of an early con- 
flict. 

The L. M. Kennett arrived from Helena this 
morning, but she reports nothing new or ex- 
citing from that quarter. 

The I'latte Valley brings intelligence (hat 
on Monday night the ram Mingo, which has 
just been turned into a transport boat, was de- 
stroyed by fire. The boat hail been on a trial 
trip, and on her return to the Cape, the officers 
having left her, she suddenly burst into flames. 
The cause is not known. The Mingo drifted 
down the stream. She fell afoul of the ferry- 
boat which plies between Cape Cirardenu and 
the op|K>site shore, and which was a very fine 
boat, and it was also caught fire and entirely 
destroyed. The blackened remains of the Min- 
go lay on a bar four or five miles down when 
the I'latte Valley passed. The destruction of 
both boats was entire. No person was lost or 
injured in the conllagrat on. 



8f5y Counterfeit notes are accumulating. 
Paddock's Bank Mirror of the 8th cautions the | 
public against, genuine notes of the Kentucky 
Stock Bank, Columbus, Indiana, havingforged 
signatures. Persons who are not familiar with 
the genuine signatures had better refuse these 
notes altogether.

There is a counter- 
feit three-dollar bill on the Stamford Bank, 
Connecticut, in circulation.

The r.iclimond Kxaminer of November 5, 
sjieakiug of the results of the Northern elec- 
tions, Bays: This astonishing manifestation 
from the North conveys the idea of nn em- 
phatic and impressive verdict against the 
ilioTitiun faction which lias ruled thw govern- 
ment at Washington. The Northern papers 
attempt to lessen the value of the results of the 
elections in the eyes of Ihe South. The value, 
however, is determined hy the circumstance 
that the principal idea in which the recent 
canvass in the North was conducted was that 
the Democrats were for a peace treaty in 
disguise, and with this issue thrust in 
their faces, the people of their most 
powerful Slates in the .North have given un- 
precedented majorities to the Democratic can- 
didates and a blow to the abolitionists that 
will stagger them into the back ground. 

The Kxaminer says the prospects of Euro- 
pean intervention have dissolved like a snow 
wreath. But a short time ago our people were 
cheered by indications that Kngland and 
France were about to take some action that 
would be favorable to the South. It is knowu 
that on the strength of Ihe calculation of 
our national existence being early recognized 
by Kngland and France as a distinct nation 
Iransactions have been made to some extent 
by foreign capitalists in Confederate bonds at 
eighty-six cents on Ihe dollar. 

There is, however, no mistaking the signifi- 
cance of the speech of the British Secretary of 
War, in which he asserts that the South liavc 
not as yet accomplished her independence and 
must be regarded as a belligerent, holding an 
uncertain position in an undecided war. The 
British Government will in no way und at no 
time, nor during the, continuation of this war, 
recognize the South as one of (he nations of 
the earth or interfere lo limit the duration of 
this war while the soldiers who enlist to fight 
are at Drury's and Chapin's Bluffs in felling 
frees and ditching up to their knees in mud 
ami water.

Editor of 
the Baltimore American, dated "Pensacola, 
aboard the Hartford, Oct. 29," says that the 
United Slates steamer Montgomery came in 
this morning with a line side-wheel steamer as 
prize, loaded with munitions of war, which 
he caught about fifty miles oil' Mobile, after 
i chase of r.cveii hours. She was originally 
called the Arizona, but was changed lo the 
arolinn. She was owned by Capt, Forbes, 
New Orleans, formerly of Aiuboy, New 
Jersey. She bails from Havana. When over- 
hauled, her crew attempted to throw overboard 
the arms, 4c., on board, but they did not suc- 
ceed in making away with many. 

New York, Nov. 11. 
The greatest haul of counterfeiting appa- 
ratus recovered for years was made to -.1 1 ] . 
the authorities succeeding in arresting a man 
named George White, fitly vears of age, whose 
place of business is SS Cedar street. New York, 
under the assumed name of T. H. Bentley &

tcok the places and made several captures and 
compelled the enemy to burn several vessels.

Uen.Jii3. S. Negley has now been in command 
at thi3 post nearly two months. Under his 
direction or Supervision, the extensive forts, 
held-works, rifle-pits, breastworks, barricadts, 
etc., forming a chain of defence many miles 
in extent, have been constructed. In this la- 
bor he has been aided by the scientific knowl- 
edge of the Chief Engineer of Gen. Buell's 
stalf, Capt. Morton, and assistants; and it is 
safe to say that defences ol greater magnitude 
hare not been erected at any point, during the 
same period, since the contest began in Ken- 
tucky and Tennesjce. With a vigilance cease- 
less and untiring, Gen. Negley has labored 
night and day to maintain his hold upon the 
capital of Tennessee, the key to almost the 
entire Southwest. Scrupulously avoiding, as 
far as possible, any interference with the ad- 
ministration of justice by the civil tribunals, he 
bas endeavorod to confine hi3 movements and 
measures within the strict line of military 
duty. At first his policy was called the "rose- 
water policy of Gen. Negley." He was ac- 
cused of not being severe enough against rebel 
sympathizers, and too complacent towards 
quasi-Union men. lie cousulted Gov. John- 
eon on these points, as well as others, and the 
Governor recommeuded the fostering and en- 
couragement ot the latent spirit of Unionism 
which he believel was smouldering in the 
breasts of many, and the compelling of open 
f ocessionista to compeusate for all losses and 
damage* sustained by loval people by the dep- 
letions of tho rebel guerillas and all others 
in arms against the authority of the United 
States. 

The city was known to bo surrounded by a 
bitter foo. It contained within its own limits 
restless and vindictive enemies to the Govern- 
ment. Its communications were cut off in 
every direction. Its supplies were not suf- 
ficient to stand a protracted siege, and the 
policy in reference to the negroes had thrown 
a large number of that unprotected and un- 
provided for clas3 of people upon the United 
States Commissariat for support. The defences 
wero being constructed a3 rapidly and as se- 
cretly as possible, and to prevent a knowledge 
of their character from being communicated to 
the enemy, a rigid surveillance was required 
to be placed upon all who came into and upon 
a'l who left the city upon any pretext. 

Finding that in several instances passes 
granted by the Governor or his authority had 
been grossly abused, and that he was himself 
1 able to reproach if he suffered the imposition 
to be longer carried on, General Negley con- 
cluded to confine the issuing of passes to his 
own headquarters. All passes hitherto issued, 
or under any other authority, were revoked, 
and those issued by himself were required to 
bo renewed daily, unless otherwise specially 
designated. The General in no instance hesi- 
tated to accede to any request made by the 
Governor, but took upon himself the respon- 
sibility of judging of the character of the men 
and womeu who personally solicited the priv- 
ilege of comiug in and going out of the city 
nt \\M. In several instances he refused passes 
to perso is of whoso loynlty he had no question, 
fir -ne sole purpose of saving them from cap- 
turj by the enemy, and of being forced into 
ttie rebel army uuder the conscript law. Some- 
times persuaded against his better judgment, 
Gen. S. has yielded to the importunities of 
loyal men who live a lew miles from the city, 
and granted them passes to go through his 
lines and return; but it has rarely happened 
that in such cases he has not been called upon 
within forty-eight hours thereafter to do some, 
thing to release from captivity those very per- 
sons. His means of information respecting 
the proximity of the enemy are, or certainly 
ought to be, better than. those who take no es- 
pecial pains to be informed upon the subject. 
AVheu Gen. Negley advises a person at any 
time not to run the risk of passing into the 
t nemy's couutry, it had better be taken, for 
after many months' experience, your corres- 
pondent is satisfied that such advice is never 
offered uules3 dunger is to be apprehended. 
The proprietor of a line of stages solicited 
permission from Gen. Negley to start with his 
coaches and the mails on a certain morning 
toward Louisville. "Your coaches, the mails, 
an J yourself will certainly be captured,' said 
the General, "if you determine to go." "I 
will risk that," replied the stage proprietor, 
"if you will only give me a permit to go." 
"If you go you cannot Jeapordizetho public 
property — you cannot take the mails." "Well, 
I vTiil go without them, and only with passen- 
gers." The coaches started, and with them the 
proprietor; but they had not proceeded twenty 
miles before tho whole concern, two stages (or 
rather four, fjr two on their return were cap- 
tured near the same place, about the same time ) 
were beset by guerillas, the passengers robbed, 
Bixteen horses and the four coaches taken, and 
the proprietor hirn3elf marched off some miles 
from the scene of \he depredations. He man- 
aged to escape, and, after wandering|forty-live 
miles In a wilderness, at last reached Nash- 
ville. This coach proprietor now appeals to 
Gen. Negley for indemnity for the loss of his 
horses and coaches, whereas if he had taken 
the Gehcral's advice he would not have lost 
them. By refusing passes in many similar 
cases, as well as in others of less consequence. 
Gen. Negley has been accused of exercising a 
spirit of petty tyranny beneath the dignity of 
a high United States officer, and called down 
upon his devoted head the execrations of those 
whose tempers, naturally serene, have become 
soured and mouldy by our long embargo. 
But those who know the General personally 
must be satisfied that no man breathes who 
has a warmer heart or a more liberal and self- 
sacrificing nature. His natural impulse is 
rather to yield upon supplication than to re- 
sist and refuse with that rigor a soldier's duty 
demands. Rather than abridge the liberties 
of the poor, his ambition is to enlarge them. 
Kather than cast a straw in the way of the 
poor enjoying every privilege consistent with 
public safety, Gen. Negley might, with more 
liropriety, be charged with being too liberal, 
with opening the gate too wide, for the welfare 
of those he is accused of persecuting. Hun- 
dreds of written applications ran attest tie 
truth of this assertion. If market men or 
women have been annoyed by the difficulty 
of procuring passes within a few weeks past, 
it should be remembered that a state of things 
existed during that period which did not ex- 
ist before, and perhaps does not now. For 
their own good have these country people been 
kept from leaving the city at certain times. 
TheY were not only in danger from the ene- 
my, who were known to be prowling about in 
marauding bands, but they were in danger of 
becoming the innocent victims of certain se- 
cret preparations made for the common de- 
fence of the city; and instead of being con- 
demned for his course toward the market peo- 
ple, Gen. Negley should be praised for treat- 
ing them with such marked care and solici- 
tude. 

It is not necessary for the purpose of setting 
at rest these ill-founded charges against Gen. 
Negley to compare his administration of t'le 
affairs of this post with those of his predeces- 
sors. No General commanding the post has 
ever left it with the uuanimous commendation 
of either the citizens or the military, the local 
Government, or the civil or judicial authori- 
ties. Those who have conceived the position 

be a bed of roses, should try it once, espc 
daily S their rank be of just that standard 
which permits of eternal clashing between 
those who presume to have power and those 
who actually possess it. There seeni3 to be too 
many wheels in the machinery. The cogs 
don't dove-tail; and, instead of oil being 
poured in to smooth and help the workings of 
the system, if it can be called a system, a pow- 
erful add is dropped upon it which either cor- 
rodes or corrupts, or perhaps does both. Gov. 
•lohnson is understood to be here by the nnthnr- 
itroftho President of the United Stntea as 
Military Governor. His position must be 
clearly defined; and if he allows bis rights and 
powers to be usurped by any temporary mili- 



be no too ways about it. If his powers are 
plenary, he should so exercise them; and in- 
stead of being at w ar with the military, the 
military should be made to comprehend bis 
position, and to understand that it must lend 
all the aid it can to carry out the intentions of 
the Government as represented by its acknowl- 
edged agent and plenipotentiary. 

Whatever may lie said against Gen. Negley, 
and wo believe that to !>e extremely little, no 
man dare acciu-e him of a want of patriotism, 
ofawant of fidelity to the Union, of a wautof 
.levotion to the cause in which he is engaged, 
heart, body and soul, or of a lack of coolness, 
sagacity, aud discretion in the discharge of 
his military duties— while bis zeal, untiring 
energy, and sleepk'33 vigilance are conceded, 
by friend and foe, to be worthy of imitation 
by the highest and most gifted Generals in the 
service. '. 

REPORT OF GEN. NEGLEY. 

IlEAr>e;i-Aim:Ks U. S. Forces, ) 
Camp Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 5, 'ol'. J 
BtB: This morning at 2 o'clock Forrest's 
rebel cavalry, numbering about 3,0110, with 
four pieces of artillery, opened a sharp fire on 
our picket line on the south, between the 
Franklin and Lebanou pikes. The picket 
line on the Murfreesboro road gradually with- 
drew with the purpose of bringing the enemy 
under the guns of Fort Negley, two of which 
were 0]>ened upon the enemy and speedily 
drove him beyond the range. 

Almost simultaneously with the attack on 
the south, John Morgan's forces, twenty-five 
hundred strong, with a piece ot artillery, mado 
a dash on Col. Smith's command on the north 
side of the river with the evident intention of 
destroying the railroad and pontoon bridges. 
After a sharp contest, iu which several com- 
panies of Illinois troops behaved with gnat 
gallantry, Morgan was repulsed, leaving a 
stand of regimental colors iu our hands, live 
killed aud nineteen wounded. He then burnt 
an old railroad building iu Edgefield and then 
retreated to Gallatin. 

Finding the enemy on the south taking a po- 
sition beyond our picket lines, Col. Roberts, 
with two regiments of infantry aud one sec- 
tion of artillery, was ordered to advance on 
the Murfreesboro road, while 1 took the C9th 
Ohio infantry, with parts of the7tith Pennsyl- 
vania, 14th Michigan, Col. Stokes's, and Wyn- 
koop's cavalry, and two sections of artillery, 
numbering in all about 1,400, and pursued 
that portion of the enemy on the Franklin 
pike. They were speedily driven from every 
position-by our artillery until we reached a 
distance of seven miles from the city. Col. 
Stokes's cavalry was here ordered to charge 
upon the enemy's rear and then retreat, with 
a view of bringing him to a stand. But the 
main body of the enemy, with their artillery, 
had suddenly turned into a lane to the left, 
while our cavalry, in the excitement of the 
chase pursued a small portion of the enemy 
within live miles of Franklin, capturing some 
prisoners, killing several, and taking a drove 
of cattle. Previous to the return of Stokes's 
cavalry, the enemy appeared in considerable 
force upon our left, in front and rear, with the 
evident intention of cutting off the cavalry 
ami our retreat. 

The infantry and artillery were immediately 
moved forward a mile to the support of our 
cavalrv, which was ordered to rejoin the col- 
umn immediately. 

Upon receiving intelligence from my vi- 
dcttes that the enemy were in force a mile to 
our rear, masking a battery close to the road, 
the head of our column was immediately 
faced to the rear and hastened forward to the 
position occupied by the enemy, fortuuately 
getting our artillery into position and action, 
forcing the enemy to retire, which ho did in 
great confusion and with considerable Iofs; 
after which he succeeded in getting his artil- 
lery into position and n brisk firing ensued 
for about hall an hour, during which time our 
force3 had to be frequently shifted to avoid 
their range. 

Ascertaining that thc| enemy (p-catly out- 
numbered our forces and were aiming to make 
a charge on both our flanks, the troops were 
slowly retired u]ion favorable grounds, to- 
ward the city ; at the same time the cavalry 
was so disposed as to divert the coming charge 
of the enemy on our rear, aud lead them upon 
the 14th Michigan infantry; the object suc- 
ceeded admirably ; an entire regiment of cav- 
alry making the charge, receiving a fire so 
des'.ructive as to drive them back in great 
disorder. The enemy then planted several 
guns on the turnpike, which were driven off 
before they could load ther pieces. 

Our forces were retired in good order to- 
wards the city, the enemy making one more 
attempt to get in our rear nearer the city, but 
were immediately driven off by a regimont of 
infantry and a section of artillery wheh had 
been ordered forward as a reserve.

Tin; British Skcrktaiiy of War on Recog- 
nition. —In the course of his remarks at the 
meeting of the Ilartfordshire Agricultural So- 
ciety, on the 14th of October, Sir George C. 
Lewis, the Secretary of War, made the fol- 
lowing allusion to the troubles in this coun- 
try. He said: 

Some remarks had been made by previous 
speakers ou the distress existing iu the manu- 
facturing districts, and its indirect effect in 
lessening the demand for agricultural produce, 
as well as its effect on the laboring |Hipulalion 
of the manufacturing districts. They must 
all deplore the existence of that state of things, i 
and if it should appear hereafter that the law 
was insufficient to provide for the extended i 
distress— distress which no human foresight | 
could guard against, and which fell on a uni- 
veral population — no doubt all classes of so- 
ciety, whether agricultural or commercial, 
would be disposed to make corresponding 
sacrifices for its alleviation. [Hear, hear.] 
But they hoped that, as the cause which had 
led to this distress was extraordinary, so that 
distress might prove of short duration, and 
the war which was now going on in the Uni- 
ted States, and the blockade of the Southern 
States which prevented the cotton from com- 
ing to this country, would before long come 
to an end. 

That was the subject on which many differ- 
ent opinions were and had been entertained. 
The Government of this couutry was placed 
in the position of having to choose between 
two opposite courses, viz: recognition of the 
Southern States on the one hand and sympa- 
thy or alliance with the States of the Federal 
section of the Union on the other. Well, the 
Government avoided both these extremes. 
They had consistently aud strenuously pur- 
sued a middle course of strict neutrality, and 
had abstained from giving direct or indirect 
countenance or assistance to either of the bel- 
ligerent parties. [Hear, hear.] It had been 
said that great complaints had been made by 
the Government at Washington that the Gov- 
ernment of Kngland had nut maintained this 
strict neutrality, because it had recognized the 
South as a belligerent Power, and if had been 
said that by recognizing the South as a bellig- 
erent Power we had departed from a strict 
line of neutrality. 

Now, he (Sir O. C. Lewis) could not but 
think that if any impartial person reflected on 
the course of this unhappy contest he would 
come to the conclusion that no word of the 
English language w ould apply with greater 
aptitude to the Southern States than the word 
' ; belligerent." Here parties had combined for 
the purpose of carrying on a war, and when 
they looked to the number of armed men they 
had raised; when they looked to the large 
armies they had brought into the field; to the 
ability of the generals by whom those armies 
were commanded, and to the pertinacity with 
which the contest on their part had been waged, 
it could not surely be denied that they deserved 
the name of "belligerents,'' in reference to 
the manner in which they had carried on the 
war against the United Stales. Under these 
circumstances, it seemed to him (Sir G. C. 
Lewis) that a more unfounded charge could 
not have been made against the Government 
of this country than that of having departed 
from the principle of Gtrict neutrality by rec- 
ognizing the Southern States as belligerents. 
[Hear, hear ] 

But when the Government was asked to go 
a step further, aud to say that the Southern 
Slates have constituted themselves an inde- 
pendent Power, then it seemed to him that in- 
ternational law would not be on our side. 
Everybody who read the accounts in the news- 
pajiere of what was doing in America 
could see that, although there was a war there 
between these two contending Powers, it was

In this opinion he has but followed 
where Gov. Brown of Georgia leads. Estab- 
lish the doctrine for which they have been so 
solicitous, and to-morrow we will not have a 
man in the field.

One of those brilliant affairs which shed 
lustre ou our volunteer cavalry occurred on 
Sunday morning at Fredericksburg. 

Capt. K. Dahlgren, of Gen. Sigetn staff, with 
sixty of the 1st Indiada cavalry, and a small 
detachment of the Gth Ohio cavalry, dashed 
into Fredericksburg early in the morning, 
where they found eight companies of Virginia 
cavalry. Without giving tlie enemy time to 
form, Capt. Dahlgren fell upon them with 
sixty of his men, when a desperate hand to 
hand fight cusued, lasting tor three hours, 
when the rebels were routed. Capt. Dahlgren 
lost only one man killed and three missing. 

Our men returned safely on Sunday night, 
bringing thirty-nine prisoners with tlieir 
horses and accoutrements, nnd two wagons 
loaded with army clolhes. 

Heavy firing was heard on Sundav at Sigel's 
heudqiiarieis in the direction of the Knppa- 
hannock, which led to the belief that Pleas- 
nnton aud Stewart were at it again. At night 
there was a rumor that Pleasuntou hud driven 
the rebels off.

Washington, Nov. 10. 

I have news from Richmond up to the Gth 
inst. Lee tirrived there about two weeks ago, 
and has been there ever since. He has resum- 
ed his position as Gcneral-Commanding-iti 
Chief, and acts as Military Advisor to the War 
Department. 

General Joe Johnson succeeds Lee to th 
active command of the rebel armies north of 
Richmond, and now has his headquarters at 
Culpepper. 

Stonewall JacKston's corps has been increas- 
ed to 50,000. 

The advance of the army of the Potomac 
was known in Richmond, and the situation 
well understood. 

The rebel plan of operation was said to be 
to nasal their forces on the Rappahannock and 
then tight the greatest bnttle of the wur. 

The new Merrimac is completed, nnd ha 
been below Fort Darling for several days with 
steam up aud her full complement and crew 
aboard. She is ready for a light and may be 
expected at the mouth of James river at any 
moment. She passed the obstructions 
James river coming down, but, owing to their 
perilous nature, it is impossible for her to get 
back to Richmond. 

If worsted in any encounter with our navy- 
she can only seek protection under the guns of 
Fort Darling. 

Officers iu the rebel service have been dc 
taehed by the Richmond War Department, to 
carry on a contraband trade for their govern- 
ment between Baltimore aud Richmond. 

Fifteen hundred pounds of quiuine, 100 
pounds of fulminating, and 2,000,000 percus 
sion taps lately ran the blockade of the Po- 
tomac, iu in i :: of some of these parties. 

Washington, Oct. 10. 

Proposals for about 13,000,000 of seven and 
three-tenths bonds in exchange for legal ten 
der notes, will be opened on Monday, 17th 
iust., at the Treasury Department at noon — up 
to which time they will be received. 

The bonds offered ure those not yet disposed 
of, of the date of Oct. 1st, 1801. The interest 
w ill run from the dates of deposits unless 
successful bidders prefer to pay accrued inter- 
est from Oct. 1, 1802, on current coupons in 
coin, to be reimbursed at its maturity. 

Bidders must deposit with sonic Assistant 
Treasurer ten per cent, of the amount offered 
aud forwarded with their bids.

They also 6tatc that 
a letter from a private source, wllich is relia- 
ble, says the enemy is retried at Monterey, in 
Highland county. His lorce is said to consist 
of 1,500 cavalrv.

Van Buren nominated Gen. McClellan for 
President in 18G4.

His Lordship paid Gen. Scott a very lengthy- 
visit yesterday P. M. 

Fifty thousand dollars worth of bonds, &c, 
belonging to Riggs k Co., stolen from the 
Bank of America, on the Olh inst., were re- 
covered yesterday from the hands of a noted 
receiver of stolen property.

Wasbinoton, Nov. 10. 
Application has been made for three more 
marine regiments to join Gen. Banks's expe- 
dition. 

Advices have been received here from our 
squadron on the coast of Texas, by which it 
appears that while a couple of vessels remain 
al Galveston others have gone on toward the 
Rio Grande. 

Up to October 20th no troops had arrived 
to follow up the naval successes, while the 
rebota held the country around Galveston nnd 
frequently made harassing incursions into 
the city at night, yet the people of the city 
flocked down to the wharves to be protected 
from the rebel soldiery.

Washington, Nov. 10. 

The removal of McClellan continues to be 
the theme of to-day. The publication of llal- 
leck's letter confirms previous intimations 
that he favored the change made in the com- 
mand for some time. The official order is 
made public to-day, and is dated November 
5th, just after the election, and reads I hat the 
removal is made by direction of the President, 
and that Burnside be placed in full command. 

Direct arrivals from Warrenton slate that 
while the change is somewhat regretted, there 
is no demonstration of any kind. In fact, cor- 
respondents from there say that the army 
seemed to be prepared for it, owing to the al- 
most daily rumors in the newspapers to the 
same effect. Gen. Burnside has quietly as- 
sumed command, and has stated that the army- 
will continue the forward movement with as 
much vigor a? is possible. 

An editorial in the official organ to-day, 
known to lie prompted from high quarters, 
says that the order by which Gen. McClellan 
has been relieved from the command of the 
army, was the result of long and patient con- 
sultations on the part of our highest military 
authorities, nnd must lie regarded purely as a 
military question. The necessity for active 
operations in Virginia had become so imperii 
tive that, for reasons which appeared conclu- 
sive, this important change was made. 

These reasons will doubtless be made public 
should the intervstof the country demand their 
disclosure, nnd when they are disclosed, while 
nothing will appear that can affect the loyalty 
of McClellan, or his capacity lor organizing 
and equipping a great army for the field, uU 
will admit that wncu the President sanctioned 
the recommendations of immediate mlllitary 
advisers, he did so Jrom the sincerest desire 
that the war might be prosecuted with renew 
ed vigor, and the army rescued from another 
winter campaign. 

Mr. Crittenden has arrived here, and taken 
up his quarters, preparatory to the opening of 
Congress. 

Secretary Smith still holls his retirement 
from the Cabinet under consideration. 

Washington, Nov. 10. 
The report in the Harper s Ferry ease is 
published as previously telegraphed. It re- 
gards the surrender of that place as premature 
and unnecessary. OoL Ford, of Ohio, sur- 
rendered Maryland Heights too soou, and 
the Commission is of opinion that he 
conducted the defence without ability, and 
abandoned the pos.-.ou vnuout anftiaect 
cause, and has shown throughout such lack of 
military capacity as to disqualify him, in the 
opinion of the Commissioners, tor command 
in the service. The Commission is of opinion, 
also, that Col. Milcs's incapacity amounted al- 
most to imbecility, and led to the shameful 
surrender of the post.

Tun Scon Letter — John Vax Buben Ex- 
I.AINS.— At a meeting nt Tammany Hall on 
Monday night, Mr. Van Buren professed to 
explain how he obtained possession of the let- 
ter from Gen. Scott to Mr. Secretary Seward, 
the contents of which he made public ou a 
former occasion. He said: 

In reference to Gen. Scott's letter, he would 
now state how he came into the possession of 
that letter. He should not have clone so now, 
were it not for a singular circumstance. He 
had taken occasion in a speech at Brooklyn, 
a couple of weeks ago, to say that it was a 
secret, and that a lady was helping him to 
keep it. One or two days after that the lady 
of the President of the tinted States came to 
town, and although Iliad not had the pleasure 
of seeing her, I thought it a mere ordinary 
mark of res|«ct to call upon the wife of the 
Chief Magistrate. 1 had not got a hundred 
miles into the interior of the Slate before I 
was told by the people that they knew exact- 
ly where I had got a copy of this letter. Said 
I, "If so, my lady must have let out the se- 
cret." "Oh, no, we know all about il; you 
got it from Mrs. Lincoln.'* I now think it 
proper to explain to you how and where 1 did 
get it. Gen. Scott kept the original draft of 
the letter which he communicated to the 
President of the United States, through 
the Secretary of Stafe. The original draft he 
showed to me. When he handed it to me I 
usked permission to take acopy. 1 did take a 
copy through my clerk. 

After having made this copy I said to Gen- 
eral Scott, "This is one of the most extraor- 
dinary documents I ever saw. It is a monu- 
ment of your sagacity, and is crediLible to 
your patriotism and intellect in all respects, 
and as you have never given me anything in 
your life, I would be muc h obliged if you make 
me a present of this as an autograph — and so 
he did; and hero it is (holding it up between 
his finger and thumb) — you perc eive it is just 
as simple as possible; 1 intend to have it photo- 
graphed by that extraordinarily skilful man, 
Mr. Brady. When that is done you will haveau 
opportunity to get a copy of it. In the mean- 
time 1 shall preserve it carefully in my family 
as a memento of kindness, a token of friend- 
ship, and nt the same time as an evidence of | 
extraordinary sagacity and patriotism, mani- 
fested at a very eventful period of the history 
of the country, by one w ho is, in my judgment, 
one of the truest patriots that ever breathed, 
and the first soldier of the civilized world. 
[Three cheers for General Scoft — tiger.] Still 
I had no right to communicate it to the pub- 
lic. It seemed to me iui]iortant that il should 
be made public. General Scott did not con- 
sent to it, for fear thai an injury might accrue 
from such publication to the President of the 
United States. Thoroughly loyal himself, 
knowing what was due to his official head, he 
determined that, in this crisis, nl all event-, 
nothing could possibly be doryj by him which 
could, by any combination ot circumstances, 
be injurious to the Chief Magistrate, lie had 
doubts of the propriety of giving formal pub- 
lication to it, notwithstanding the notoriety 
given to it. I suggested to him that the de- 
termination of that question might well be 
committed to persons who were faithful 
friends of his, who were not unfriendly to 
the President of the United Slates, and who 
united to vigor of intellect a feminine at- 
tachment to himself and a fastidious regard to 
the feelings of every person who might be 
affected by the publication, which would i 
sure the result that no error could by possibil- 
ity be committed in that determination. This 
was done with his assent. The persons to 
whom it was confided to decide the question 
unanimously declared that it ought to be laid 
before the public. In pursuance of that I did 
so loy it before the public.
